F2, F3 in case of said four-memory 
configuration and performs the write operation in a format that selectively and 
repeatedly circulates through the first half region of FO, the first half region of F1 . 
the last half region FO, and the last half region F1 in case of said two-memory 
configuration based on said sequential modulo number when the write command 
to the consecutive logical address is made from said host apparatus.
